SELECTMEN'S FOREWORD 


This past year of 1987 has been a very busy one for the 
selectmen. Although no impressive projects have been in 
progress such as new Main Streets or sewers, we have man- 
aged to make significant progress on many smaller projects. 
Starting early last spring, we have had one major event 
forced upon us. I know you all will recall the flood of 
March 31 and April 5, 1988. Being a town with plenty of 
volunteer help, everyone was soon into the shoulder-to- 
Shoulder business of minimizing property damage and assist- 
ing those with personal needs. All of this effort was 
coordinated by town officials Alice Knight, Carl Russell, 
Peter Henry, Geri Dunn, Pat Putnam, Bill Yardley and their 
crews, working endless hours to get things under control. 
Thanks to all those who assisted in this time of urgent 
need! 


Another group in need of grateful recognition is the Garden 
Club. This group, led by Lee Lecraw and Helen Jewett, is 
responsible for the beautiful flower garden plots in the 
town parks, as well as around the library and flower boxes 
on the Town Hall. We all enjoy the colorful areas and 

Say a "thank you" to these people. 


As we progressed further on into the spring, we were busy 
with all the Federal government paper work in order to get 
Our share of the available funds to pay flood damage to 
town property. There was also the endless state paper work 
So that we could get the river dredged. As you all know, 
this is about 75% complete and the area between the 

Route 124 bridge and the Water Street bridge will be com- 
pleted this spring or summer. 


Another important step forward in the Town Clerk/Tax Coli- 
ector's office is additional programs for our computer. 
This year we purchased programs to do our fund accounting 
and tax collector's and selectmen's income. We also do our 
town and library payroll, plus the water/sewer billing and 
check list by computer, thereby saving hours of time. The 
town office as well as the taxpayers have suffered with 
growing pains, but we are confident that our problems will 
be solved in a very short time. 


We also plan to purchase some new office equipment for the 
Town Clerk's office in an effort to make the workspace more 
comfortable and efficient. 


None of us needs to be reminded about the problems of land- 
fills in this area. The media have given this ample cover- 
age. Our problem in Marlborough is no different from any- 
where else; we are running out of space and will be forced 
to close our landfill in the near future. We are doing 
well with our recycling program, and we thank everyone for 
their help, but it is not enough. The selectmen are work- 
ing on alternative measures, but as yet we have no 
definitive answers. Whatever the final outcome, it will 

be more expensive than the present operation. Without 
doubt, our trash will have to be hauled out of town. 


This past year has seen the planning and zoning boards 
burning the midnight oil working with developers and pri- 
vate home builders in an effort to control growth in the 
town. We feel they have done a commendable job. Added 

to this, the boards have been working late hours developing 
a new master plan and revised zoning ordinances. Another 
committee is constructing a new, much needed sign ordi- 
nance. The board wishes to thank this committee, consist- 
ing of Ed Dombrowski, David Wyman, Pete von Sneidern, 
Margaret Bleecker, Marge Gage, alternating Selectman Ed 
Wheeler and Selectman Alice Knight for their assistance. 


Those of you who are on the town water system should begin 
to notice a difference in your water quality. As of Janu- 
ary 1, 1988, the water conditioning system was put into 
use. Mr. Norman Russell is giving us expert guidance in 
this area. This requires a sophisticated system, carefully 
monitored, which adds a chemical to the water to adjust the 
pH to an acceptable level so that users will have softer 
water which will also be less corrosive. Another water 
department project last fall, done on an emergency basis, 
was the new line up Water Street after the failure of the 
old one. 


A project high on our priority list this year is a new 
highway garage. Our present facility does not meet state 
Standards of safety and is much too small for our current 
needs. To a great degree, we feel that this new facility 
can be accomplished with local people and volunteer help 
for a price that the town can afford. 


At the end of 1987, Peter Henry resigned as Chief of Police 
of Marlborough. Peter has served nine years as chief. 

His mild manner and low key operation of the department 
have obviously resulted in a successful, non-controversial 
department. Peter will continue in the department as an 
officer and Lt. Earl D. Nelson has assumed the post of 


Chief. Selectmen anticipate no further major changes in 
Police Department other than the streamlining of depart- 
mental efficiency. 


There is an ever-increasing volume of administrative work 
in town which would be very costly were it not for the 


intelligent and industrious work of volunteers and 
committees to whom we are very grateful.

You are hereby notified to meet at the School Gymnasium in said 
Marlborough on Tuesday, the eighth day of March, next at 7:30 of the 
clock of the afternoon to act upon the following subjects: 


1. To choose all necessary Town Officers for the year ensuing. 


2. To raise such sums of money as may be necessary to defray town charges 
for the ensuing year and make appropriations of the same. 


3. To see if the Town will vote to authorize the Selectmen to withdraw $500 
from the accumulated interest on the Charles C. Ward Children’s Fund for 
the use of the Frost Free Library in their programs for children. 


4. To see if the Town will vote to authorize the withdrawal of the balance of 
$231. plus interest from the Revenue Sharing Fund established under the 
provisions of the State and Local Assistance Act of 1972 for use as set-offs 
against budgeted appropriations and in the amount indicated herewith or 
to take any action thereon.

5. To see if the Town will authorize the Selectmen to accept private 
donations of land, interest in land or money for the purposes of 
contributing to the matching portion required for acquiring conservation 
land or interest in land or other costs associated therewith for permanent 
conservation use under the N.H. Land Conservation Investment Program 
(LCIP) RSA 221-A and authorize the Selectmen to apply for and accept the 
State matching funds under LCIP for the purposes of acquisition of the fee 
or lessor interest in conservation land. Said appropriated funds may be 
expended by majority vote of the Conservation Commission with the 
approval of the Selectmen. 


6. To see if the Town will vote to create an insurance trust fund pursuant to 
RSA 31:19-a, and raise and appropriate the sum of $5,000 to be transferred 
to said fund. The purpose of said fund is to pay for losses of $1,000 or less 
and the Board of Selectmen is appointed as the trustee to carry the 
purposes of this fund into effect. The Selectmen are authorized to 
withdraw income as well as principle for the purposes of the fund. The 
trust fund is to be held by the Trustees of Trust Funds and invested at their 
direction. 


7. To see if the Town will vote to authorize the withdrawal of the 
accumulated income from the Charles C. Ward Town Fund and the Kate 
Reid Town Fund for the repairing and preservation of the Town Clerk's 
Book, Volume 4 (1821 - 1835) or to act in any manner relaing thereto. 


8. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of $6,600 to 
be placed in the Highway Capital Reserve Fund for the purchase of vehicles 
and/or equipment or to act in any manner relating thereto.

9. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of $2,000 for 
the purchase of an emergency radio system to be used by the 
Superintendent of Public Works and the Town Officers for emergency calls 
and to withdraw $1,000 from the Kate Reid Town Fund for this purpose. 


10. To see if the Town will vote to adopt the provisions of the B.O.C.A. Basic 
Building Codes as revised through 1987, published by the Building 
Officials and Code Administrators International, Inc. to be enforced by the 
Town Building Inspector on or after March 8, 1988, pursuant to RSA675:5 
and RSA 674:52. 


11. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of $3,000 
and authorize the Board of Selectmen to enter into a contact for the 
purpose of developing a feasibility study relative to the construction of 
Town office and bank space on the so-called Lambert lot. 


12. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of $2,000 
for the purpose of doing a feasibility study for the establishment of a new 
location for a Town Garage facility for the Highway Department and 
authorize the Selectmen to act in any manner relating thereto. 


13. To see if the Town will vote to accept the Omer Dumont gift of $100,000 
and any accumulated interest to the Town of Marlborough Fire 
Department to be held by the Trustees of Trust Funds. Upon the 
recommendation of the Fire Wards, the Town Meeting may appropriate the 
earned income of said gift for the purpose of purchasing equipment, 
vehicles or capital expenses of the Fire Department. 


14. To see if the Town will appropriate the sum of $144,000 for purchasing 
a new fire truck; to determine whether this appropriation shall be raised by 
borrowing or otherwise; or to take any action relative thereto. 


15. To see if the Town will vote to adopt the provisions of RSA 80:58-86 for a 
real estate tax lien procedure. These statutes provide that tax sales to 
private individuals for non-payment of property taxes on real estate are 
replaced with a real estate tax lien procedure under which only a 
municipality or county where the property is located or the State may 
acquire a tax lien against the land and buildings for unpaid taxes. 


16. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of $6,000 
for the purpose of installing a fire resistant ceiling in the fire station 
(Municipal Building) and authorize the Selectmen to award the contract 
for this purpose. 


17. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of $3,000 
for the purpose of preparing a recommended program of municipal capital 
improvement and authorize the Selectmen to enter into acontract with the 
Southwest Region Planning Commission to work with the Planning Board 
and complete the plan by December 31, 1988. 


18. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of $4,000 
for the purpose of preparing a Town of Marlborough Water Resource 
Management and Protection Plan and authorize the Selectmen to enter 
into a contract with the Southwest Region Planning Commission to work 
with the Planning Board and-complete the plan by July 1, 1989.

19. To see if the Town will authorize the relocation of Gates Road as 
proposed by Woodmaster, Inc. as authorized by the Zoning Board of 
Adjustment and approved in the Site Plan Review for the new construction 
of Gates Road in conjunction with the construction of Marlborough 
Estates. 


20. To see if the Town will vote to reaffirm as Class 6 roads as defined in 
RSA 229.5 the following: 

a. The Underwood Road from the State Boat Landing to the 

Stone Pond Road. 

b. The Hunt Road 
and to see if the Town will vote to discontinue these roads subject to gates 
and bars pursuant to RSA 231:45 recognizing that these roads have been 
Class 6 roads for many years. 


21. To see if the Town will vote to authorize the Board of Selectmen to 
accept and expend money from State, Federal or other governmental unit 
or a private source which becomes available in RSA 31:95b or to act in any 
manner relating thereto. 


22. To see it the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of $100 to 
be awarded to the Grand Monadnock Arts Council to help in their 1988 
budget. (By petition) 


23. To see if the Town will vote to designate the following listed roads as 
Scenic Roads in accordance with RSA 231:157. (By petition)

REPORT OF TOWN FOREST FIRE WARDEN 
AND STATE FOREST RANGER 


Between July 1986 and June 1987, we experienced fewer fires 
than normal. The three leading causes of forest fires were 
again children, fires kindled without written permission of 
a Forest Fire Warden and debris building. All causes are 
preventable, but only with your help. 


Please help our town and state forest fire officials with 
forest fire prevention. Contact your Forest Fire Warden 
for more information. 


Enforcement of a state timber harvest regulation is the 
responsibiilty of State Forestry officials. Our state has 
excellent timber harvest regulations; however, your assist- 
ance is needed. 


If you know of a logging operation and suspect a state tim- 
ber harvest tax law may be violated, call your Forest Fire 
Warden or Concord Forest Protection Headquarters at (603) 
271-2217. 


If you own forest land, you became responsible for the 
timber tax payment starting April 1, 1986. This is a 
change in the Timber Tax Law that will impact all forest 
landowners. Contact your Board of Selectmen for timber 
tax forms.

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MARL-HARRIS ANNUAL REPORT - 1987 


Marl-Harris Ambulance responded to 132 calls in 1987. 
There were 117 emergencies and 15 non-emergencies. 

The non-emergencies included parades, fire stand-by, 
transfers and a drill. There were 21 calls to Harrisville 
and twelve motor vehicle accidents. Receiving hospitals 
once again were Cheshire Medical in Keene, Monadnock 

in Peterborough and Hitchcock Clinic in Hanover. 


In-house and outside training is maintained; the ambulance 
is equipped above state standards and is carefully mechan- 
ically maintained. New royal blue coats that are warmer 
and safer were purchased for each member and new easier-to- 
use and more accurate blood pressure cuffs were also 
purchased. The annual CPR refresher course was given, and 
new CPR books were purchased for each member. 


As you all know, the Marl-Harris. Ambulance Fund was a 
beneficiary of the Omer Dumont estate. This generous 

gift will help insure the survival of Marl-Harris in the 
difficult years ahead when the whole system is changing 
and volunteer squads are finding it even more arduous to 
keep up. This bequest will never replace Omer Dumont, but 
it will help to carry on his dream. 


Again, our grateful thanks go to the fire department, the 
police department and the selectmen for their guidance and 
assistance through the past year. 

There were 2,657 miles put on the ambulance and well over 
a thousand man-hours put in to train, man and maintain 
20A-1 in 1987, your caring unit. Thank you all.

were looked at, information sought out and a master plan 
was developed to improve the appearance of our cemeteries. 
He also undertook the removal of a dead tree, broken tree 
limbs and other things that he saw that needed to be done.

Corinne Bennett was appointed to replace him. 


Our sexton has done a good job of mowing, but our cemeter- 
ies are in deplorable condition, with poor roads, sunken 
graves, in need of loam and grass seed; the wrought iron 
fence around Graniteville in need of repair and many stones 
tipping, if not already over or broken. Some stones may 

be lost forever if something is not done soon. 


In 1988, we hope to complete our master plan and start 

a systematic implementation of it. The roads in Pine 
Grove Cemetery should be graded and graveled and a start 
made on the repair of stones and monuments. This will be 
a very expensive project and we would appreciate the help 
of any person or organization who would be interested in 
this or any other cemetery areas where volunteer efforts 
or donations could be used.

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PLANNING BOARD REPORT 


This was a very active year with some thirty-two 
pro pects, processed: bythe Boand.oeyLn. .addi tion sto 
many joint Planning Board/Zoning Board hearings, 
subdivisions and site plan reviews, the Zoning 
Ordinance was updated in Section 14 concerning 
Flood Plain Regulation. The Subdivision Regula- 
tion was updated by adopting new road construction 
requirements, updating fees to $35.00 and defining 
the term "subdivision". Personnel changes con- 
Sisted of Mike Keating and Ron DiMeco leaving the 
Board during the year and they were missed after 
their faithful service. Joyce Derendal was re- 
placed as Secretary by Anne Burlin and Sue Longacre 
got a long awaited break after finding a new 
Chairman to take on the everyday chores of running 
the "business". 


The most important activity of the Board centered 
around the development of the Master Plan Update, 
amply chaired by Calvin Gage. Based on funding at 
the March 198/ Town Meeting, the contract with the 
Southwest Region Planning Commission started on 
farch 2lst. Mr. Robert Panton met with Board mem- 
bers on the fourth Tuesday of every month and by 
December had produced many zoning ordinance changes 
based on Master Plan deliberations. The members 

of the Board came to realize the update was a slow 
tedious process requiring many phone calls and 

work sessions to arrive at sound logical conclusions 
about where the Town of Marlborough would like to 

be five years from now. At years end, a lot of the 
Plan was in draft form and almost all of the re- 
Source maps were completed. The Plan should be com- 
pleted in the Spring of 1988. Hopefully, the pro- 
posed zoning changes will be approved at the Town 
Meeting. 


1987 was also the year condominium developers found 
the Town of Marlborough. At years end, Woodmaster, 
Inc. had been denied a 64 unit development on the 
Eaves property ana had refiled for 48 units. North 
Pack Development had received approval for 31 units 
from the Zoning Board and was preparing for Site 
Plan Rey ew. There were other non-binding discus- 
Sions for the 180 acre Bryant property on Route 

124 for 72 homes and 36 condos for Carlisle Group 
Limited; a subdivision for a number of homes by 

Mr. Cornell on a 40 acre tract on Stone Pond Road; 
and a 21] acre tract for some ten homes on Water 
Street by Mr. William Coutts. 
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The other commercial activity involved approvals of 
a 40,000 square foot mall on Route l2 near the 
Christmas Inn for Mr. Kenneth Bergeron that was 
approved in October; a pizza restaurant for Mr. 
Glimenakis on the old Bud and Qolly Restaurant site 
on Route 101; restart of the power plant on the 
Roxbury Road by Consolidated Hydro; a gift shop 
for the Murdough's on the corner of Water Street 
and Route 101; a cheese factory for Mr. Malcolm 
Donald on Mr. & Mrs. Kenny's farm (project since 
dropped); a new barber shop/bait and tackle shop 
for Mr. John Fletcher on Route 101; a new dental 
office/professional office space at ill MainStreet, 
and an enlargement of business for the classic car 
business for Mr. Steve Ames on Bonney Road. 


Simple subdivision approvals were given for Michael 
Sullivan on Route 124 and Shaker Road; Patrick 

Ryan on Route 101 across from Frazrerc's “Garage, 
Russell Walton on McKinley Circle; Donald Glen on 
Thatcher Hill Road; Thomas and Sue Longacre on 
Route 124; Eva Wright on 57 Pleasant Street; and 
Eleanor Hendrickson on 188 Laurel Street. 


Other preliminary discussions during the year were 
modifications to the Skyfields project by Mr. & Mrs. 
Ball to subdivide the project; Mr. Seth Kallman for 
the "saw shop" on corner of Route 101 and Oliver 
Road; a parking lot for the Paquoig Lodge; Bruce 
Treat for the six acre parcel on Richardson Road 
(since purchased by the Marlborough-Roxbury Assocla- 
tion); Mr. Paight to subdivide property at the end 
of Canada Street; Hart Monahan to lease the “Legion 
Building" fora pizza parlor on Matinosturcel, and 
George Foskett (Masiello Real Estate) concerning 
furniture finishing activity on Route l2.

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TOWN OF MARLBOROUGH 
LANDFILL RECYCLING FACILITY 
ORDINANCE 


Pursuant to the authority of RSA 31:39 and RSA 147, the 
Town of Marlborough hereby adopts the following ordinance 
for the operation of its public disposal facility to be 
Known as the Landfill-Recycling Facility. 


1 #Hours 


The Landfill-Recycling Facility will be open for use by 
Marlborough residents and non-resident property owners, 
and resident and non-resident property owners of such 
other towns as approved by the Board of Selectmen during 
the following days and hours and under the follo «© con- 
ditions: 


A. Admission to the facility will be only by 
permit issued annually by the Board of Select- 
men upon application to the Selectmen by an 
appropriate person, business or institution. 
All permits must be attached to a motor vehicle 
and be plainly visible. A permit fee will 
be established annually by the Selectmen. 


B. The facility will be open on the following days 
and hours. 


12:00 Noon to 4 p.m. Friday 
7:00 a.m. to 4 p.m. Saturday 


2. Separation 


All material brought to the facility for disposal shall be 
separated into the following categories to be deposited in 
designated containers or locations as the Landfill-Recycl- 
ing attendant directs.

Brown Glass 

Metal Cans and Containers 
Paper 

Aluminum Cans 

Large Metal Objects 
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H. Tires 

I. Leaves and Clippings

N. Batteries (Used Automobile) 
O. Rags 

P. Books 


3. Unacceptable Materials 


A. Harmful, hazardous or toxic substances (per 
list on file at Selectmen's office). 


B. Dead Animals 

C. Sludge or Septic Waste 
4. Supervision 

The Landfill-Recycling attendant shall have the right 

to refuse the use of the facility to any person, corpor- 
ation or other user who is misusing the facility or is 
violating this ordinance or who does not have the proper 
permit. Any such user who refuses to obey the legitimate 
orders of the attendant shall be guilty of a violation of 
this ordinance. 


5. Burning 


Burning shall be under the supervision of the District Fire 
Warden only. 


6. Firearms 


The discharge of firearms is absolutely prohibited at the 
facibKey. 


7. Origin of Material Disposed of At Facility 

Only material collected within the limits of the Town of 
Marlborough or such other Towns as approved by the Board 
of Selectmen shall be disposed of at the Landfill. 

8. Commercial Haulers 

A commercial hauler shall mean anyone who hauls materials 


to the disposal facility for others for a fee. All persons 
or corporations engaged in the commercial hauling of 
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rubbish, materials, etc. must first obtain a permit from the 
Board of Selectmen after payment of a permit fee of $100.00 
(one hundred dollars) per year. Violation means immediate 
revocation of the permit; 30 days for the first offense and 
One year for the second offense. 


9. Trespass 


The gate shall be locked at all times when the Landfill is 
not open to the public. Anyone entering the Landfill when 
the gate is locked is guilty of trespass and shall be 
charged with violating the terms of this ordinance. 


10. Recycling Option 


The Town is aware that some persons and businesses 
will find it difficult, if not impossible, to recycle waste 
material. 


A. Taking the above fact into consideration, together 
with the evidence that such unrecycled waste 
material will create additional expense for the 
Town in recycling or removing said material 
from the Landfill-Recycling Facility, the follow- 
ing fees will be assessed bythe Town against the 
registered holder of the numbered permit attached 
to the motor vehicle at the facility for unsorted 
material brought to the facility in that vehicle. 


1. $10.00 per trip for any passenger vehicles, 
(sedans, convertibles, station wagons). 


2. $20.00 per trip for any trunks, vans and 
trailers =to.3/47-con. 


11. Exemption 


In special circumstances, the above fees may be waived by 
the Selectmen. 


12. Penalty 
Any person or corporation convicted of violating any pro- 
vision of the Ordinance or the directives of the Landfill 


attendant may be punished by a fine of $25.00 for each vio- 
lation, payable to the Town of Marlborough. 
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13. Separability 

The invalidity of any provisionn of this Ordinance shall 
not affect the validity of any other provision nor the 
validity of the Ordinance as a whole. 

14. Repeal 


This ordinance shall automatically repeal any other ordi- 
nance that is in conflict with this Ordinance. 


15. Effective Date 


This ordinance shall take effect as follows:

At long last, bar coding has become a reality. A committee 
chaired by Patricia Wheeler was formed in late spring and 
began the slow, arduous task.

Mary Jane Ryan retired as a trustee in early March and 
Lucie Germer was elected to fill her position. Our thanks 
to all our volunteers in whatever way they serve the 
library. 


The Garden Club began a landscaping project in the fall 
planting many new shrubs and trees. This project will be 
completed in 1988. A special thanks to Lee Lecraw and her 
committee. 


In December, after nine years at the library, I made the 
decision to go to work for the State of New Hampshire 

as a social worker. It was a difficult decision to leave 
a job and people I loved, who have: been part of my life 
for over 25 years. I am very grateful to the board for 
the wonderful Open House held in my honor and the many 
gifts that I received. 


It is with great confidence that I leave your library in 
the hands of Debra (Miner) Zilske, the former school libra- 
rian. Debbie has both the enthusiasm and the talent 

to make the library an exciting place to be in 1988. 
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Thank you all for your support and friendship in my years 
at the library; I know Debbie will enjoy the same.

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PRINCIPAL’S REPORT 


The 1987-1988 school year began with enthusiasm at Marlborough 
School. Our enrollment continues to be approximately 200 students and 
we are indeed fortunate with our excellent facility. While many 
surrounding towns struggle with inadequate space, we enjoy a building 
with many attributes uncommon in schools with similar numbers of 
students. We also have the opportunity to provide our students with a wide 
range of fine programs giving us the right to respond with pride in 
knowing that we received the coveted “A-1” rating from the New 
Hampshire Department of Education again this year. 

Only fourteen percent of the public elementary schools in New 
Hampshire received this rating this year. The citizens of Marlborough 
provide an excellent educational opportunity for their students and receive 
recognition for doing so. 

We continue to work toward upgrading our new technology department. 
The computer lab presently houses five Apple computers and one 
Commodore for the use of both students and teachers. Instruction is 
provided through scheduled lessons and many students use this 
technology in preparing work for regular areas of instruction. Teachers 
may bring their class to the technology lab during time set aside for this 
purpose. We promote the integration of the use of the tools of technology in 
the curriculum. 

In addition, seven of our teachers have participated in a special grant 
program through the “Governor's Initiative Program” and are devoting 
extra time to developing the use of technology for management needs in 
education. Each has been provided with a computer for such things as test 
and grade preparations, etc. These computers will revert to the ownership 
of the school district at the conclusion of the five-year grant. The S.A.U. 29 
technology center provided the leadership for this project. 

It is important that our students understand that they cannot get 
machines to do all the work! We provide a strong basic program of studies 
for our students and stress the importance of the individual student to 
accept the responsibility for their learning. 

Marlborough School is dedicated to providing an excellent education for 
our students and to maintaining an attitude of continued development of 
the skills and education of our staff. They take part in many opportunities 
for professional growth and are presently working to promote 
Developmental Education in the Rainbow Unit (K-1) and the Whole 
Language approach to language arts. C.A.T. testing (California 
Achievement Test) was used this year for diagnostic work, and the results 
were considered in setting our high priority on the junior high math 
program. We continue to develop approaches for gifted and talented 
students through a “blending” approach. 

We welcome parents and other community members to participate in 
school activities and to enjoy this educational facility. We are proud of OUR 
school and hope you feel ownership in that pronoun.

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MARLBOROUGH SCHOOL BOARD 
Chairman's Report 


Marlborough has atradition of strong support for its school system. This 
has resulted in Marlborough School receiving an A-1 rating again this year. 
This distinction is held by only 53 of 332 or 16% of the public elementary 
schools in New Hampshire. We are proud of this effort and appreciate our 
administration and staff for their efforts toward this end. Unfortunately, 
this effort results in Marlborough having one of the state’s highest 
equalized tax rates and per pupil costs. 

This effort does not go unrewarded. On standardized tests taken by our 
students this fall, our fourth graders consistently scored above the state 
and national scores in all areas. Our eighth grade students scored 
consistently above state and national scores in all areas by math 
computation, where we dropped slightly below the state, but not the 
national average scores. The junior high math program has been a high 
priority program this year and will continue to be so next year. 

The school board and administration have put together a budget for 
1988-1989 that is approximately 5% above this year’s spending level. 
However, the amount to be raised by taxes will increase approximately 
14.5%, partly due to a 36% decrease in state Foundation Aid, our major 
source of state aid to education. 

We are committed to maintaining our instructional and extracurricular 
programs as is and hope that, as taxpayers, you will agree. 

Another area of concern for this coming year is the new federal 
regulations regarding asbestos. Depending on the outcome of testing to be 
done sometime this spring, we may be forced to replace all the vinyl- 
asbestos tile now in the school. This includes the gym and possibly several 
classroom floors. Our recommendation is to set up acapital improvements 
fund, to be funded by an expected surplus from this year’s operating budet. 
This fund would be used for asbestos abatement only; any amount not 
used would be returned to reduce taxes. In this way, the district would not 
be asked to raise any additional tax money for this project. 

As always, you, the district voters have the final say on the bottom line or 
amount spent by the school district. Do not sit at home and complain 
about what the school board does or does not do. Come to the district 
meeting and vote.

of the 
MARLBOROUGH SCHOOL DISTRICT 
Held on March 5, 1987 


Meeting called to order at 1935 hours, prevailing time, on March 6, 1987 by 
Moderator Irvin H. Gordon. The moderator stated that he would not read 
the warrant in full at the opening of the meeting. He then declared the 
meeting open under Article 1. 


Article 1. Voted favorably by acclamation on the motion of John Fletcher, 
supported by Manfredo Torelli, that all reports contained in the 
Marlborough Annual School District Report be approved as presented. 


Article 2. Voted favorably by acclamation on the motion of John Fletcher, 
supported by Elizabeth Gordon, that the District authorize the school 
board to make application for and to accept and use in the name of the 
district, such advances, grants-in-aid, or other funds for educational 
purposes as may now or hereafter be forthcoming from the United States 
Government, the State of New Hampshire, or any federal state, or private 
agency. 

At this time, the Moderator ruled that if there was no objection, the 
members of the SAU 29 staff and the school principal would be allowed to 
answer questions that might arise.

The members of the school board then took turns in explaining the budget 
and answering questions from the floor. 


An amendment to the original motion was introducred by Kathleen 
Knight, supported by Alice Knight, tht we postpone voting on the budget 
until the first Thursday in June at 7:30 p.m. to hopefully give voters the 
benefit of looking at a complete budget including wages and benefits 
negotiated with the teachers. 


The amendment was defeated by acclamation and the original motion was 
then voted favorably by acclamation. 


Mrs. Elizabeth Gordon read a resolution and presented a framed 
parchment of the resolution to Mr. Manfredo Torelli, praising him for his 
twelve years of service to the district.
